271 Y Lorus, the King our 
of Maſter commanded vs, 
of to recommend vnto 
you the ſame which we 
| haueheretofore at other 
times motioned, touch- 
ing the good, and peace 
SH je; of your eſtate: although 
53o254 It hath not bin conlide- 

red according to the 
worthinetle of the merit of his alliance and amitier 
bur in the preſent ſtare of your affaires, his Maie- 
ſtie will nar ceaſe to witneſle vato you, that he hath 
no lefle care thereof,then of the peace and tranqui- 
litle of his owne Kingdome. 

We will therefore proceede to exhort you, to 
continue ſtedfaſt in the vaion of your Prouinces,as 
the principall foundation. of your eſtate, and ro be 
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carefull, that the changing of Magiſtrates and 
Counſellors, which hath bin madein divers of your 
Tones, doc not breede enmities and Gifſcntions 
among your Citizens, inſtead of ceaſing them tor 
that, all mutations and changes of Magiſtrates, 
Lawes,and policies are dangerous to publique go- 
ucrnements , it they be notmade vpon great ne- 
cellity, and ſo profitable for the Commons, thar 
no man may haue cauſeto diſlike them: Therefore 
it is requiſite for you to take order, that the Magj- 
ſtrates, by their good and iuſt proceedingsand be- 
haujours, may obtaine and deſerue the good-will 
of the people ; and {hew themſclues ſo modeſt to- 
wards them that are diſmiſſed, that the inconſtanr 
multicude may haueno occaſion to repine at ſuch 
alteration ; and thatthoſe that haue bin depoſed 
from their charges, ſhould patiently endure and 
bearethat alteration, as being made for the com- 
mon good of rhe ftate. 
The S:node which you haue cauſcd to be aflem- I 
ied, puts vs1n good hope thar it will be a meanes 
to procure peace and concord touching thoſe 
points of Religion, which haue bred trouble and 
{chiſme in theſe Prouinces among you: To make it 
eftctualland fruitfu!l, ir is requitite that it ſhould 
be free, and ſecure for all rhoſe that ſhall therein 
aſſemble togerher, and that the points in contro- 
verlie ſhou'd be examined and diſputed of,withour | 
_ paſhon, or for any orher conlideration,then onely 1 
for the honour of God,and the peace of mens con- 
ſciences. 
And certainely, whoſoeucr taketh vpon him to 
|  interpret- 
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interpret, or attaine ynto thoſe high miſterics and 
. treaſcres of divine wiſedome,withour great humi- 
lity and ſubmiſhon; ſhall finde himſelte as farre off 
C __ tromthem, as hethinketh he approacheth neere 


, Vnto them; | 
We are likewiſe to tell you ſomewhat from the 
King, touching your Priſoners, and to ſhew you, 
how much it concerneth the honour and reputati- 
on of your aftaires,and generally the-peace of your 
Provinces, and concord among your lubiects, to 
adminifter vato them good and ſpeedy Iuſtice. 
They are accuſed of the moſt inorme and deteſta- 
ble crimes that can be, as of Treaſon againſt their 
natiue Countrey,ſecretintelligence with your,ene« 
mies, and for hauing expoſed your Townes vnto 
the danger of pillage,and effulion of blood. | 
It they be cu'pable of theſe diſloyalties,the King 
our Maſter gineth you counſel! and aduilſe tocxer- 
Ciſe the rigour of your Lawes againſt them. But as 
\.- thoſecrimesaregrieuous,and worthy of moſt great 
puniſhment ; ſothey haue beene reduced to cer- 
raine points, whereunto good and wiſe Princes,and 
well gpouerned common-wea'ths would not ſtretch. 
them. | 
To the contrary, divers Princes haue ſhewed 
themfelues ready to pardon, cuen ſuch enterpriſcs 
as have bin done againk their owne: perſons : and 
| the freeſt Common. wealths, alwaies ved to ſpare 
1 the blood of their Citizens; and that in the greateſt 
; malefa&ors; it being one of the principalieſt ſignes 
of libcrty and freedome, not calily or lightly to 
couch the life of Citiz2ns, 
A 23 Fhere- 
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Therefore thecrime of Treaſon ought to be ta- 
ken and vnderttood 1n her proper tearmes, with- «< 
out drawing it by conſequences and inductions to @q 
other ations which are not of the ſame qualicy, | 
The contentions which oftentimes ariſe and are 
made in the management of aftaires, theicaloulies 
of power and aurhority, and ambition which al- 
wares drawes and driues. men to enterpriſe and 
take more vpon them then they ſhould, are ordi- 
nary euilsin all Rates 3 whereby many inconueni- 
ences and miſchietes enſew. Neuertkelefle, they 
wereneuer elteemed nor held to be treaſon againſt 
the State, becauſe crimesand offences are iudged 
by the will and 1ntent, and not by the event. "3 
We doubt not, my Lords, bur thar in your in- 
\ tegrities and wiledomes you make diſtintion as 
you (hould, of the taith and ations whereof men 
areaccuſed ; queſtion being made of the lines of 
your officers & ſubieRs placed in authority, wher- 
of one is the auncierteſt Counſellor of your ſtate, 
which is Monſieur Barnewelt, ſo much commended 
tor the good and notable leruices by him done for 
thele countries, whereof the Princes and States and 
allies vnrothe lame are witneſſes, that it is hardly 
to be thought or belceued, thac he ſhould haue 
conſpired treaſon againſt his nariue Countrie, for 
the which you your (elues know hee hath taken 3 
{o great paines : neuertheleſle ſeeing he is called in 
queſtion by erder of Law , it importeth the fecu- 
rity of youreſtate,taat the truth {hou!d be known; 
which co doe, you ought both for him,and the reft 
 a!fo ro appoint Tudges that are neither ſuſpe&ted 
nor | 
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| preſumprions, which ofrentimes: deceiue Iudgesr; 


| . God hath called you. 
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nor paſhonarte, that iudge according to the Lawes 
of the Countrey, vpon cleere and euidentprootes, 
as equitte requireth,and not vpon conieures azq 


becauſe there are many things that are apparanr 
and very likely, which neuerthe'effeare nor true ; 
and others that are. true, and yet hane no- likel 
nefle thereof : and ſo-by: moderate and: vpright 
Iudgement,you ſhall maniteſt vatorhe world;that 
you are worthy of the poſſeſhon and: commande- 
ment of this eſtate, to the gouernement whereof 


The counſell whichthe King giueth you,touch- 
ing theſe Priſoners, is, not to vie rigour againft 
them; but rather fanour and clemency,as molt ac- 
ceptable vnto God , and fit and convenient to 
win the hearts of the people, & to make them obe- 
dient. Ir is the ſecurity of States, ſuch as yours is, 
to revnite your ſubieRts which are diuided, and to 
molefie and appeaſe the diſlikes and bitterneile, 
which is among them ; wherevnto we haue ſpeci- 
all charge to adde his Maieſties requeſt and recom- 
mendation, in reſpe& of the intereſt which he hath 
in the preſervation of your State, and his knows 
ledgeof the great ſeruices, which this Priſoner hath 
done for you ; as alſo of the aftetion; which he al- 
wayes bare to the maintenance of the alliance be. 
tweene Fraxce and this State, ſo notable ations 
and teſtimonies of his loyaltie and fidelity, that 
they ſeeme to exclude all ſuſpition of treaſon and 


diſloyaltic ; and whereof as yet, his Maieſty can- 
not 
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not hold or thinke him'to be culpable, vatit by 
euident proofes you make the crime manifeft vn - 
to htm. | | 

Now after ſo many good aduiles, which are on 
the Kings behalte propounded vnto you,if you,tor 
your parts,rather chule a rigorous courſe, his Ma- 
teſtie ſhall haue ſufhcient glory and farisfaftion, to 
haue,like a true friend and allie, given you whole- 
{me and ſound counſels, whereof the vie and e« 
uent will be as happy and profitable for your 
State, as the contrary is hartfull and dangerous : 
And his Maieſtie cannot chuſe but be we offen- 
ded at the ſmal] reſpe&t which you ftill make of his 
counſels, requeſts, and amitie, which thereby may 

procure as much flacknefſle, as in times paſt 
you hane found promptneſle and fa- 
uourablenefle in your neede,

mies, for the which they are oblieged to giue and 
yeeld all kindeof ebankes and gratefulnes vnto his 
Maieſtie and kingdome: 'So they are exceedingly 
much grieued, to perceive themſeiues to be miſta- 


ken, and taxed, not:to haue refolued vpon the 
B aftaires 
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affgires done for them vpon occaſion of theſe laft 
nisriohs,touching the good'ot this Smre;according 
roche merit of hisalliance and amituug becaule.they 
cannor conceive wherevpon this,.complaint of dif- 
like ſhou!d be grounded; in regard that they haue

aſſure themſclues,that continuing the ſame courſe 
for irhe ſecuritie of their late, which hitherto they 
haue-carefully held and obſerncd, 'inxhe ftrit a» 
micy, and confederation wherewich the-two Kings 
conſequently hane vouchſafed ro honour him, his 
maieſtie will not at this preſent make any other 
conſtruQion of their wills, and preſent carriages, 
then that which is requiſite co be made of a fiate 
which is moſt thankefull for, and memorative of, 
his fauours and benefits, and no lefle delirous to 
{hew the continuance of rhemoſt ſtrict bond there- 
of, in all reſpcs which ſhall be thought or tound 
to beprofitable for the ſeruice of his Maieftie, and | 
conuecnient for their owne ſecuririe. 
 Neuertheleſle the {aid ſtates, receiue and accept 
of, (as a moit great favour) the good and whole- 
fome counſels which ir pleaſeth his 'Maieſtie to 
g1ue them,1n this preſent eftate wherein their affai- 
res now ſian, exhorting them to remaine firme 
and conſtant inthe vnion of their prouinces, be- 
cauſe 
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caufe they are aitogether conformable totheir in- 
tencs; i for. they haue alwaies: had the ſame defire 
andteſigne, fpecially to be carefull of the meanes 
to preſerue anddefend thein Rate againlt thewr.cne- 
mies, and to vſe their friends and Allies worthily, 
according'to thei qua)lities and degrees. _ _ 
-Theyailo ſay thatchey haue not wichout great & 
good conlideration' beene. moued.'tq,change cer- 
taine of their Magiſtrates,in ſome of their, Lawnes : 
whereot it:may be, the report- hath, beene other» 
wiſe ſpread abroad, then the caſe requireth, ſceing 
that the remedy:was moi} neceilary. & cali being 
wiſely and modetately applyed, wichout any vio» 
Jenceor danger of bjoud-{hedding,in ſuch manner 
that publique authagity, vaion by peace, and afſus 
rance ;:againft diforders; are entirely ,cltab'ilhed, 
which cercaine ambitious & faftious {pirits, would: 
haue much altered, not without grcat danger, (if 
longer forbearance:& patience had beene vied) to 
euerthrow and deſtroy all rhe ſtate, and £2 the ry- 
incandidefolation ot good men, and to the preiu- 
dice of tris Maieftie, & the good of his kingdome. 
Belides that, they haue onely made a neceſſary 
| change of ſome certaine perſans,not once thereby 
touching or alcering the !awes , rights or pollictes 
of their Townes; n<ither have they had any other 
intent or meaning in their eleions, of new Magi- 
ſtrates, then onely to ceaſe the great partialicies 
thac haue crept in among them, by the praQtile of 
fa&ious perſons, which 1n thofe Townes and fa- | 
miiies proceeded (o farre as to eret Alter againſt 


Alter: and in the ſame changes they have p/aced

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- none but ſach perſons as are well qualified, fairh- 
full,an& affe&ted to rheir'Countrie, who: withqur 
doubr, by their vprighe and iuſt behauiour,know 
f ol well how to Cob. urn get-the good-will of 
the people, and: ropreſerue and defend the State 
from all violent alrerations-or mationsAnd that rn 
mahy Townes the proote of: chis/lenine- aireadie 
appeareth, in that the ordep which hath beene:ren 
cffibliſhed tortheptoreRionanddefence of Inno« 
cents, againſt the firſt opprethon, is already nota- 
ble and plealihg, whereby: all the members of this 
State conſpire and conſert topether to caſt off and 
abandon rlitir bad motishs; 'and to raunge tlieny- 
ſelues-vndet {awtull obedience; by voluntarie 'ac= 
knowledping of their ſuperiours : "And that if this 
roceeding of their faAwus ſubieAs had drawne 
et vnto/ any grettextreamity.they: would hopes 
folly have relied vpon the ordinary good will: of 
his Maicltie for their ſupport and'meanes, which 
fmighr hanctailedthern, by their power rochaue re» 
drdfetote eonfulions/ whidh bythe mercicand 
googneflt ot God they did ir-rime-prevent, with» 

out trouble or ekrraordinaty charpe to theirallics, 
 Tonthmy' rhe Simede; which hath beene-called 
ang: affembled together m theſe Prawnces, thy als 
waies certmnely belectied ;that rherby ſome means 
of peace and concord concerning , thoſe points of 
religion which H1ve bin the cauſero adminitter 
tronble in the Churches of forme of their Pr ouinees, 
would beforing, cſteemin it the moſt meet; ann- 
cient, and lawfullaneancs/therennto, viedin the-prt 


matiue Church, even in the time of the. Apoſtles: 
But 
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But' what meanes ſoeuer they haue heretofore 
vied to obtaine and 'publiſh thar convocation, it 
was neuer till now in their power to attaine to that 
holy and wholefomne remedie, to rule and ſtop the 
diſterences in their firſt birth: And his 24azety may 
well call to minde and remember ,tic pleafern him, 
rhe intreaties and humble motions diuers times 
made by them vnto him, co be ayded and afhiſted 
in this good worke, by the affiitance of ſome of 
his. ſubitects,choſen our of the reformed Churches 
in his Realme 3 but were crofſed and put oft by 
them, with a (mall number of perſons, who contra». 
ry.to all reaſon and order of gouernement, neg- 
leing their vocation, outwardly made the tuft 1a- 
bour of the ſaid Staces vnfruittull: bur now neuer+ 
thelefle, that by the goodnefle of God, and rhe 
moſt wiſe and reſolute conduction and dexterity of 
the Prince ot 0raxpe, they haue aſſured rheir tem- 
porail (tare from preſent danger, they thought it 
not conuenient to' negle&t the care which they 
ought to haue of the Spirituall: To the which end, 
the $Sinede was freely opened, and began to be hol- 

den in the Moneth of Vexember laſt, as they defli- 

red, with this onely preſcription and ciaute, not to 

ſeeke any orher thing thereby, then the honour of 

God,andthe peace of mens .conſciences, in the pu- 

ritieof his word, wherein there is found and aſlem- 

bled ſo great a nnmber of excellent perſons, both 

forpieneand vprightnefle, choſen and appointed 

thereunto by.cheir ſuperiours, that the States haue 

good cauleto hope well of their !labours; and that 
alſo, by Gods holy grace, the euent will reftihe 
their 1utt and fincere inteartions , ro the content- 
B 2 ment 
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ment of his Maicſtie, the good and peace of their 
common-wecalth, and the confuiton of the authors 
of this tation. 

Further the faid State alſo cſteeme, weigh,aud 
thinke very well of the reaſons and conliderati- 
ons tormerly ſer downe by the ſaid Lords Ambal- 
{4dours, in tavour of the Priſoners, to adminitter 
vnto them good and ſpeedie Juſtice, and to vie 
them tauourably, it they haue not conſpired the 
ruine of their State, with their enemyes: but tor 
that the ſaid Szates haue beene continually buſted 
about ſeriing the neceſſary ſecuritie of their com- 
mon-wealth, which had been greatly ſhaken by the 
violent proceedings vufſuch as aſpired to novelties, 
by alteration of Religion, Iuftice, and tundumen- 
tall Lawes of all polliticke orders: and that other- 
wilethis conſpiracie grew ſo great, that nothing 
was exempted from the inteCtion_ thereof, they 
thought it not conuenient to run headlong vpon 
ſucha proceſle of ſo great imporrance,& rhar firſt 
it was moſt fit ſeuerally ro gather and colle all 
ſuch euidences as might rend vnto, and coticerne 
the ſame, for their full inſtruction therein, clearely 
to make knowne and maniteſt the grounds. and 
depth of the cauſe, and that ſuch delay could not 
be any wayes hurttull or preiudiciall to the Cri- 
minells,if chey preſumed to haue any aduantage 
to tuſtihe their innocency. Notwithſtanding,there 
hath not therein bin any lotle of time, bur things 
baue bin doneorderly and diligently,& haue alrea- 
dy proceededlo tarre,that they are perſwaded rhat 
ivdgement {hall not long be deterred, and ſuch 
without doubrt,that ar the publication thereof, all 

rheic 
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their allies, which affect the proſpericy of this State, 
and ſpecially his Maicſtie, who is a iuſt and vertu- 
ous Prince, will commend their vpright dealing, 
when they ſhall be better informed of the ſtate 
of the conſpiracie. 

In the meane time, they deſire the ſaid Lords 
Ambaſſadors, to a(lure his Mazeſtic trom them, thar 
they wili enciine rhemlelues ſo much ro clemencie 
and fauour (wherevnrto they,and the condition of 
their gouernmentare naturally addicted) as equi- 
tie, ivitice, and tae preferuation of their State,may 
in any wiſe permit them : Hoping that his Mazeſtic 
(in regard of the cauſe) will nor be perlwaded to 
prefer rhe important andill-grounded ſolicitations 
of certaine particular criminels,or of their fauou- 
rites, betorc the generall intereſt of thedignitic and 
worthines of this Common-wealth;but to the con- 
trary perſwade themſelues chat his Mazeftie will 
finde it inore expedient for his ſeruice, & the good 
of the ſaid Prouinces,to referre the ſame to the ſaid 
States gouernmentand indgement, which they will 
take paines to conciude and finilh, with ſo much 
equitie and clemencie among themlſelues, that the 


obedience of their ſubiefts thall by their authority 


be confirmed,and with ſo great wildome & reſpect 
of their a''tes, that his Mneſtic ſhall haue occalion 
to conceat himſclfe with the duty which they will 
ſhew tor the obſeruation and maintaining of his 
alliance with them, whereof they will truly yeeld 
him ſatisfa tion.

ker muſt be lanched and cut away,your euill is no 
leſſe, and molt dangerous. You arenot ignorant, 
that Kings are the images of the living God, that 
their wils and commandements are Lawes to be 
ſpecially obſerned, and that no mancan diſpenſe 
taerewith, without being guilty of high treaſon, 
both diuineand humane, and yet, you haue not 
onely ventred to diſobey them, but alſo by a man- 
ner of new incerpreration,haue direftly withſtood 
his commandements. The King thought your 
perſonail preſenceto be neceſſary in Aetz,and you 
thought the contrary, and that your abode there 
would not like you, though you wert appointed 
thereunto; his Maicſtie defired your ET It 
thoſe parts, and you would perterre certaine par- 
ticular affaires, to ſatisfie your owne pleaſures 
and inclinations,as if we were at the Romaines Sa- 
turnals. | 

You muſt grant mee this, that there areno 
examples for your proceedings, and that if in times 
pajt, there were rebe's and diſobedicnt Subietts, 
they aiwaics ſought to diſſemble,and to couer and 
hide their pretences wich n2cefhty:you vſe nor any 
ſuch mcanes,but are raihec more hardned,& ſeeme 
diretiy and openly to oppole your elfe againſt 
his Maieſtie : What pumthmcnr tainke you doth 
ſuch a crime deſerue? Onetau!r willing'y and moſt 
commonly drawerhon another. \Vhac haue you 
done {inceyou cametrom Ac:2? Y ou hane borne 
away the Kings Mother, and carricd her ro An- 
C 2 gouliſme, 
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gouliſme, where'you ſpread theenlignes of revolt, 
and there determine vpon warre, and the ſubuer- 
fion of the State? What audactouſneſle is this,and 
whatan enterpriſe haue youvndertaken,to circum= 
uent the intents of a good Mother, towards her 
deare Sonne; totrouble and ſet ar variance the 
harmony and conſent of their wilsz ro [hake,and 
25. it wereto breake the bond of nature, and vio- 
lently topull out of fo great a Princes breſt, the 
love which ſhe oweth to her Sonne, to her King, 
and to him that ſpecially loueth her? Miſerable 
man,(if I muſt netdes vie this rearme)wharis your 
pretence ? Toruinate his Maieſties aftaires,and to 
overthrow and ſubuert the publique peace of the 
Land? Ir is the conceit of a franticke braine, go- 
ucrned by che author of malice: Doe you not think 
and perſwade your ſelte, that reaſon once taking

place, but that the Queene will condemne your 


pernicious delignes, and the proceedings that you 
haue cauſed her to vie? there 1s no doubt there- 
of,your forces cannot altogether breake anddifi- 
pate the principall motions of her ſuggeſtions, 
which are Nature and the fteare of God, able and 
ſathctent to drive away the clouds and fictions 
wherewith you ferue your turne : The common 
people, manifeſtly ſee it, arid curſe you, as ofren as 
they behold and looke into the euils which you 
bring vpon them: They know that his Maieſtie 
is a moſt Chriſttan Prince, iy he loueth his Mo« 
ther perfe&t!y well,and that he neuer gaue any uſt 


cauſe to procure-this eualion : They are aſſured

and otherwiſe comforted,that this ſeparation can- 
not continge long: Their mutuall detire already is 
to ſee one another, and to {he the eftefts ot their 
reciprocall loues : Expett not then to fortifie the 
weakenefle of your cauſe, by the detention of the 
Queenes perlon ; you (hall neuer have the con- 
ſent of her heart and will,tothe ruine of the State, 
and her owne glory. 

Bur thi®1s not all, I muſt begin againe,and leade 
you to the execution of that which this burning 
feuer enduceth in your fantatie, You have diſo- 
bayed, & alltenated {as you pretend)the Qucenes 


' Intents, you muft now blame the gouernement 


both within and without the Realme, and in all 
places proclaime warre,and the deſolation of your 
Countrey; wherein ſpecially your deligne cannot 
take efteft. Forraigne Princes honour, & too much 
defire the amity and allianceof our Monarch;they 
haue ſeene miracles, as it were, in his ations, and 
that in his young yeares, with a manly and reſo- 
Jute generelitie,he hath danred the monſters of his 


Realme, and by an admirable care and wiſedome, 


procured peace to thoſe that had warre z whichis 
the cauſe, that by a generall conſent they giue him 
the plorious title of the Arbitrator of Chriſtendome; 


and his amity is {o defirable and profitable, that 


ſuch asareadmitted thereunto (how farre diſtant 


focuer they be) fleepe and rake their Teſts, without 
any apprehenfton of trouble; how then will they 
vnderftand your clamours, vnleſle it be to blame 


and condemne them ?

I know afſurediy,that you ſpecially build your 7;
